Union Monopoly 
Threatens Exports, 
Says Farm Bureau 


Union monopoly power is 
threatening our export mar- 
ket, both for farm products 
and industrial goods, William 
J. Kuhfuss, president of the 
American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, said. 

"In the last six months of 
1971, the United States ex- 
perienced a foreign trade 


deficit for the first time since 
1898,” Mr. Kuhfuss ex- 
plained, ‘We are importing 
more than we are exporting. 
This simply says we are not 
in a competitive position with 
our products, Overall wages 
and imposed labor demands 
are basically responsible, The 
biggest increases in both re- 
tail and wholesale costs are 
increased wages which are 
being reflected in everything 
from capital investments to 
hovel wages. We are all 


benefited by good wages, but 
excesses must be avoided if 
we are to remain competitive 
in the market. Wage demands 
must be related to productiv- 
ity,”’ he said. 

“Tn the long run, commodi- 
ties are going to be produced 
where they can be best pro- 
duced for the lowest price. 
We are a part of the world 
market and the world market 
in the long run is directed by 
the buyers and users of com- 
modities,” he added,

In 1966 bahiagrass was 
planted on a compacted 
soil atthe Tallassee Plant 
Breeding Station to de- 
termine if the compac- 
tion could be reduced by 
growing a sodcrop, After 
three years of study it 
was determined that the 
bahia sod did not reduce 
the compaction, 

In 1969, one-third of 
the bahia sod was turned 
and planted to cotton, In 
1970, another one-third 
of the sod was turned 
and planted to cotton and 
the 1969 plot was plant- 
ed to cotton for the se- 
cond straight year, In 
1971, the final one-third 
of the sod was turned 
and planted to cotton and 
the two previous plots 
were replanted to cotton, 
The results have been; 
1, Cotton following ba- 
hiagrass sod has a much 
deeper root system even 
though the compaction has 
not changed, 

2, Cotton following sod 
grew 12 to 30 inches tal- 
ler than the continous cot- 
ton, 

3. Nematodes were low- 
est the first year after 
sod and increased with 
successive years, 

4, Nutgrass was a pro- 
blem onthe continous cot- 
ton but not a problem 
on cotton following bahia- 
grass, 

5S. Yields of cotton fol- 
lowing sod were about 
two times as high as for 
continous cotton, Yields 
were slightly better for 
the second and third years 
as compared to the first 
year after sod, 

Many farmers in Coffee 
County are now rotating 
peanuts with corn, They 
need to give serious con- 
sideration to rotating with 
bahiagrass, There are 
several advantages tous- 
ing bahiagrass instead of 
corn, The most impor- 
tant advantage is that soil 
erosion could be reduced 
to about one-fourth of 
what it presently is, Yie- 
Ids of peanuts could also 
be increased and cattle 
grazing bahiagrass will

There’s a “burn epidemic” 
going on in America. Would 
you believe that last year, 
fires caused 12,200 deaths, 
330,000 injuries, and $2.8. 
billion worth of property 
damage. Fires rank second to 
automobile accidents and to 
falls in the number of deaths 
or crippling injuries they 
cause, 

According to Howard Tip- 
ton, executive director of the 
National Commission on Fire 
Prevention & Control, the 
public, unfortunately, is slow 
to realize the problem. 

Adequate fire prevention 
and education are lacking, 
State and local fire codes are 
often inadequately enforced. 
City fire inspections cover in- 
dustrial and commercial 
buildings but may omit resi- 
dential dwellings where most 
fire deaths occur. 

Also houses are not re- 
quired to have early fire- 
warning detection systems— 
not even in federally assisted 
construction, One thing peo- 
ple do not realize is that more 
deaths result from inhalation 
of smoke and gases than from 
actual fire. 

Other factors contributing 
to the nation’s burn epidemic 
include the fact that fire de- 
partments do not conduct 
enough prevention and edu- 
cation programs to supple- 
ment their firefighting efforts. 
Also there is no national in- 
stitution to train firemen the 
way the National Police Acad- 
emy trains policemen. 

More research is necessary 
on fire-safe construction, and 
on the nature of fire itself. 
There also should be a na- 
tional information system. 

The National Commission 
on Fire Prevention has sub- 
mitted a preliminary report 


to President Nixon. He has § 


noted that the valor of the na- 
tion’s firemen ‘should no 
longer be a substitute for 
finding effective ways to pre- 
vent fires and to protect fire- 
men in the hazardous envi- 
ronment in which they must 
work,”

There’s a “burn epidemic” 
going on in America. Would 
you believe that last year, 
fires caused 12,200 deaths, 
330,000 injuries, and $2.8- 
billion worth of property 
damage. Fires rank second to 
automobile accidents and to 
falls in the number of deaths 
or crippling injuries they 
cause. 

According to Howard Tip- 
ton, executive director of the 
National Commission on Fire 
Prevention & Control, the 
public, unfortunately, is slow 
to realize the problem, 

Adequate fire prevention 
and education are lacking, 
State and local fire codes are 
often inadequately enforced, 
City fire inspections cover in- 
dustrial and commercial 
buildings but may omit resi- 
dential dwellings where most 
fire deaths occur. 

Also houses are not re- 
quired to have early fire- 
warning detection systems— 
not even in federally assisted 
construction. One thing peo- 
ple do not realize is that more 
deaths result from inhalation 
of smoke and gases than from 
actual fire, 

Other factors contributing 
to the nation’s burn epidemic 
include the fact that fire de- 
partments do not conduct 
enough prevention and edu- 
cation programs to supple- 
ment their firefighting efforts. 
Also there is no national in- 
stitution to train firemen the 
way the National Police Acad- 
emy trains policemen. 

More research is necessary 
on fire-safe construction, and 
on the nature of fire itself. 
There also should be a na- 
tional information system. 

The National Commission 
on Fire Prevention has sub- 
mitted a preliminary report 
to President Nixon. He has 
noted that the valor of the na- 
tion’s firemen ‘should no 
longer be a substitute for 
finding effective ways to pre- 
vent fires and to protect fire- 
men in the hazardous envi- 
ronment in which they must 
work,”

Douglas Greenwald, chief 
economist for McGraw-Hill 
Publications Co,., said that 
American businessmen plan a 
14 per cent increase in capital 
investment in 1972 and pro-

IRS Extends 


Offer To Assist 
Taxpayers 


The Internal Revenue 
Service has extended an 
offer to assist in the pre- 
paration of amended tax 
returns for taxpayers who 
now realize that they were 
duped by unscrupulous 
commercial return pre 
parers within the last few 
years. 

Greg Crosby, IRS In- 
formation Officer in Ala- 
bama, said, ‘Over 15,000 
- 18,000 taxpayers in the 
state may suspect that 
they filed erroneous fed- 
eral income tax returns 
as a result of paying for 
the services of unscrup- 
ulous tax advisors,’’ 

A great deal of pu- 
blicity has been given the 
government’s proscecu- 
tion of some 45 South- 
eastern return preparers 
plus the investigations of 
over 500 other tax ad- 
visors suspected of frau- 
dulent practices, 

“Calls and visits from 
thousands of taxpayers 
clearly show that there 
are many fearful of being 
audited and wanttoquick- 
ly pay the proper amount 
of taxes,’’ Crosby said, 
“‘Many of these taxpayers 
did not realize that their 
tax advisors were dis- 
honest until they noticed 
recent publicity,’’ 

Taxpayer Service Rep- 
resentatives at IRS Off- 
ices in Alabama will help 
taxpayers prepare and 
file amended returns to 
correct previously filed 
erroneous returns, he 
said. Since there are 
no waiting lines at IRS 
offices at this time of 
year, the process usually 
takes only about ten min- 
utes, 

Crosby said that it is 
important for those tax- 
payers victimized by un- 
scrupulous returns pre- 
parers to file corrected 
returns as’soon as pOss- 
ible, since interest char- 
ges will continue to grow 
until the tax deficiences 
are paid. 

“*Most of the victimized 
taxpayers now realize 
that they were duped,’’ 
he said, ‘“‘However, a 
few taxpayers may not 
realize what happened to 
them until they are gi- 
ven tax audit,”’

A gifted businessman with 
great concern for developing 
adequate basic reading skills 
has helped enable more than 
two million American and 
English schoolchildren to 
read. 

The businessman, the late 
Eugene Kelly who was presi- 
dent of Coca-Cola of Canada, 
gave several million dollars 
to the “initial teaching alpha- 
bet Foundation” in Hemp- 
stead, N.Y. 

Today, thanks to Mr. 
Kelly's foresight and financial 
help, many American schools 
are using the 44-letter pho- 
netic alphabet to teach stu- 
dents to read properly—and 
with excitement.
